Each supports 
the other in offering every citizen his just 
shure of those special benefits fount in a 
public pork. 

Cf our need for all our parks with all their 
varied uses, there can no longer be any doubt. 
Along the Atlantic and Pacific, even on the 
plains and praires, cities are expandimeg ani 
touching each other and merging into unbro- 
ken expanses of steel, concrete, and asplialt. 

This t= the age in which we live, of course, 
and itis a good p~ye. Without sunshine, fresh 
air, and open space, however, man diminishes 
phvsically, mentally, and emotionally 

We need more parks, We need them now, 
before the cities und the highways and the 
private beach cottages take -all the scenic 
lands or drive the price out of reach. We need 
more national parks—but above all, we need 
more local parks, close to the people.

Singapore is still » trading post—clichtly 
overgrown these days, with more thin one 
and three-quarter million people on the-is- 
land. Crreatest in Sowtheast Asia, its port is 
among the busiest in the world. 

I never tired of Singapore, its changing 
face, its changing color, from dawn Hill dawn. 
It's an inexhaustible treasure house of traci- 
tions, cultures, and relimions—all of which 
blend in the character of the modern Singa- 
pore. 

This small ishind by the Strait of Malacca 
has welcomed waves of migrants from the 
Arabian Peninsula, Ceylon, India, Pakistan, 
China, and mainiand Malaya. From Europe 
came Christian and Jew to add to the babel of 
languages and cultures, Within the Chinese 
community alone, a-many 1 a dozven cinlects 
are spoken. And the Indians may be Punjabi 
or Tamil, Bengali or Sikh. 

Within the 30 square miles of Singapore 
city you'll find nearly any lunwuape, race, or 
culture you care to name. For example, one of 
Singapore's oldest churches is-Armenian. 


Frail Trishoaw Dores Murderous Trafie 


Teeming Singapore's traffic must be about 
the most terrifying in the world I found that 
out on my first nicht when | made the near- 
fatal mistake of taking a trishaw through the 
city. After my driver, pedaling furiously, had 
hurled the frail trishaw across a thundering 
line of heavy, hooting vehicles, [ colled astop 
and walked back to my hotel. But even as u 
caulions pedestrian, | hacl two close escapes, 
apart from witnessing a collision. Police make 
a huge harvest of smashed cars every night 

(Overcrowding means frustration. And 
frustration, among other things, means young 
lovers hurling themselves hand in hand from 
high buildings rather than face the tyranny 
of unsympathetic families, Frustration, too, 
means poangsters—secret societies that flour- 
ish in the dim recesses of Chinatown, It means 
acid throwing; kidnaping, crimes of violence. 
It means strikes, bitter labor strugeles. It also 
means Communism. 

All this is Singapore, too—the darker side. 


When the people of Singapore became in- 
ternally incependent of British rule in 1939, 
they elected brilliant lawver Lee Ruan Yew 
and his left-wing People’s Action Party to 
office. Splitting with pro-Communist allies, 
the new government gave itself quickly to the 
task of making life more talerable in a city 
that always threatens to burst its seams, 


Singapore Plans Itx Survival 


l saw vast new government-built housing 
estates rising on the outskirts of the city (page 
762), TL toured the proposed industrial center 
of Jurong, where government-helped industry 
should provide as many as 80,000 johs for 
Singapore's multiplying uwhemployed. Else- 


awwhere new Industry is already pumping fresh 


life into Singapore's economy, 

“We can no longer afford to rely only on 
trade,” an official told me “We must indus- 
triahize to survive in the modern world.” 

Within the city, life must be madé more 
comfortable for hundreds of thousands of 
people who often live twelve lo a room. To 
vive the population more breathing space, the 
fovernment has pushed ahead with a cam- 
paien to builel community centers At the end 
of 1962 there were 63 renters, many right in 
the heart of the city, serving the people for 
culture and recreation, At the end of this year 
there will be 190. 

BReliewing the future of the island depends 
om oniin with mainland Malaya, ta which 
Singapore is linked by a three-quarter-mile 
cuuseway, the government fought opposition 
from beth Communists and conservative 
Chinese. The Ministry of Culture, with its 
emphasis on racial harmony, has been hearl- 
quarters of the dramatic battle for Malaysia 

“We use everything in our power to create 
a Malaysian conscousness,” the Minister of 
Culture, Mr, 5. Rajaratnam, told me, “We've 
used radio, cultural evenings, community 
projects. We plan to dee television tow.” 

Singapore's televiewers will eventually 
have the choice of an identical program on 
four channels, each in a different lonmuage. 

“Kuala Lumpur might be the Washington 
of Malaysia, but Singapore will be its New 
York—and its Paris," Mr. Rajaratnam saicL

“In the long run, all the tovens and cities 
within Malaysia will probably lose: their pre- 
dominantly Chinese character,” he said. 
“Singapore will be noexception. That's when 
the true Malaysian identity will arise” 

Toaasked Prime Minister Lee if his left-wing 
vovernment had dificulty in making common 
couse with the right-wing government. of the 
Federation of Malaya His reply was: blunt 
“In asense Malaysia is beyond ordinary purty 
politics, The question isn't one of aacialism 
or capitalism, No, in Asia today the question 
is one of survival. Together we can survive. 
Divided we can only perish.” 

He looked out his window at the clark 
monsoon clouds clrifting in from the South 
China Sea Across that storied seu 1 went— 
to Sarawak, land of the White Rajas, lor this, 
Loo, was preparing to become Malovsin. 


First White Raja Comes to Sarawak 


In 1839 un adventurous youns Englishman 
cume ashore from a stormy <en mear Cape 
Datu on the west coastof Borneo (mips, pues 
766-7). Thirty-4ix-vear-old James Brooke wus 
to change the entire map of Borneo—world’s 
third largest ishend, after Greenlund and New 
Couinen—before his lifetime was over, He was 
alsa to found one of history's moet remark- 
able personal, dvnaeties 

In return for services rencdored the once- 
mithiv but declining Sultanate of Brunet, 
‘Brooke recerved an extraordinary gift—the 
province of Sarawak 

Yet anyone might have been pardoned for 
looking this gift horse i the mouth The 
region then known ox Sarawak was os wild 
and primitive as anything the world has 
known. Inland there were savage beacd-hont- 


ra8 


ers. Offshore there were murderous pirates 

But for Jame Brooke there wos no hesita- 
liom He become the first of the three White 
Rajas—all Brogkes—who, us enlightened 
despots, were to rule Sarawak for 100 years: 

In the Sarawak J saw, the White Rajas 
have gone forever. In 1946 Raja Sir Charles 
Vener Brooke ceced the territory to the Brit- 
ish Crown dnd retired to England, where he 
died May 9, 1963. Vet I found tt impossible 
to escupe the White Rajas, and the ghost of 
james Brooke, in modern Sarawak. 


Rivers Snake Through Borneo Jungle 


I had doved on the curly-morning flight 
eros the South Chinw Sea from Singapore, 
for the plone flew most of the way in dense 
monsoon clowd 1 waked to find the Borneo 
coast mazically beneath me. 

Rivers And more rivers. And jungle, a3 far 
as | could see, The revers, bute and miucl- 
colored and sluggish, were looped like fan- 
tustic reptiles throuzh swamp and junute. 

Kivers tire vital in Sarawak. In this largely 
roiicless territory, they are often the only 
highways Towns rise at ther junctions 

Now the vlint of corrugaterd-iron rooftops 
drew my eve to Chinese farms and Land Dynk 
longhouses in jungle clearings, Binldings te- 
gan to multiply. So chd cultivation—stripped 
hillsides planted with dry rice 

We lost height. Then Kuching, capital of 
Surowik, appecaredd below. 

Mo one warned me ] might find strange 
henutyin Kuching. People simply said I might 
find it quiet; too quiet Vet noe town ar city in 
dll Malaysia appealed to me more 

Kuching ts still an old river city of the East, 
something out of the pages of Joseph Conrad 
or Somerset, Maugham; the 19th century is 
stamped heavily upon its character. Its 60,000 
residents are mainly Chinese and Mulav, with 
a sprinkling of urbanized tribesmen, 

Quiet? “People here vo to bed at nine o'clock 
every nicht.” growled an old-time English 
resident as he took his brandy nighteap in 
my hotel “There aren't any nightclubs here.” 

Lnisk brings mvstery to Kuching, «a swift 
return to the past.

Airglow a Target of APEQS Study 


Up forward Jean Bereyziat, Professor J. E. 
Blanvont, and Cauv Cornet, representing the 
Service d'Acronomie of France and the Uni- 
versity of Pittsburgh, checked their intricate 
mstruments to study airglow, a very faint 
luminescence of the upper atmosphere very 
difficult to observe in the daytime. They hoped 
to measure the role of sodium atoms in this 
vlow. The brightness of the sodium airglow 
might indicate the nature of chemical rear- 
tions in the jonosphere, a region vital to radio 
cOMmmunicution, 

Amicdships, opposite my control desk, Dr, 
Gughelmo Righini, director of the historic 
Astrophysical Observatory of Arcetri near 
Florence, made last-minute adjustments on 
the spectrograph. Working with scientists 
and engineers of the Douglas Company and 
in collaboration with Dr. Armin J. Deutsch of 
Mount Wilson and Palomar Observatories, 
Professor Righini planned to record the spec- 
trum of a narrow band of the sun's corom. 
Measurements of the resulting photograph 
were expected to vield a determination of the 
density of free electrons near the sun in re- 
lation to the amount of interplanetary dust. 

The spectrograph was coupled to asix-nch 
reflector telescope that was illuminated by a 
heliostat trackingamirror. Precision ¢yros, oriz- 
inally developed for space vehicles, stabilized 
the line of sight in a povel manner, Once 
locked onto the sun, the instrument could 
hold the image in place with un accuracy of 
one minute of arc—t/60 of a degree. 

Aft of the spectrograph station, Astronaut 
Scott Carpenter laid down anovel with which 
he had been whiling-away the time. He was 
to observe dim-sky effects such as may be 
seen by space travelers, He worked with Dr 
Jocelyn R. Gill, a NASA astronomer. Among 
their interests: the zodiacal light, the ex- 
tensive sky glow believed to be caused Is; 
sunlight scattered off dust particles in space. 

Near Carpenter's window, Navy astrono- 
mer William ©. White used the stream from 
the air nozzle above a passenger seal to clean 
a bit of dust from a cdelicate instrament part. 


He was ready to photograph the corona with 
two multiple-lens aerial cameras. 

Along the length of the cabin, participants
